Text  of  th«  Lesson,  Matt.  x:<vi,  17-30. 
Memory  Verses.  26-2a— Golden  Text. 
Luko  xxii,  19  —  Comni«ntary  Pre- 
pared by  Rev.  D.  M.'ateams. 

This  lesson,  eotitltd  'The  Last  Sap- 
per.'* is  recorded  bj  Mark  and  Lake 

as  well  as  by  ^iathcw,  and  there  is  a 
long  portion  recorded  by  .lohn  only 
(chapters  ziii  to  xvii.  iDcIusive).  it  is 
easy  to  read  it.  llow^  ofteu  we  have 
done  so,  Init  who  can  nuderstand  itV 
Only  l).v  tlie  S|.irii  can  we  in  any  ineas 
nr»'  irrasp  a  lufle  of  its  siyiiiifieanee. 
May  each  "lie  vf  us  liave  a  sjieeiiil 
anointin.?  to  rend,  to  write,  to  luedi- 
l.;te.  to  te.ieli.  and  may  the  Spirit  bavi> 
fnll  rontml  of  ns.  tliat  .lesus  Christ 
ii'.a.v  ill'  slorilied.  I.iike  say.s  tliai  He 
sent  Peter  and  .loliu.  saying,  "Go  and 
prepare  us  the  Passover,  that  we  may 
eat."  Then  iliey  asked  Him.  "Where 
wilt  thou  that  we  prepare?"  To  which 
fie  replieil  tijat  they  were  to  follow  a 
uian  whoiu  ibcy  would  meet  in*  tbe 
city  Itearin?  a  pltcLer  of  wat«'.  and 
I  y  him  they  would  Und  the  famished 
upper  room.

He  sliall  <!irect."  We  cannot  leani 
(lie  way  of  peace  and  His  guidance 
in  ail  tilings  niitil  we  iiave  Icarneil 
t!i:it  we  of  ourselves  Icuow  nothing 
and  ran  do  r.o(hin;r.  Tlien  see  wi>at 
sirui.le.  ordinary  ihiii;;s  Me  nses— a 
iii.in.  .1  jiitcLer  of  water  and.  awa.v 
I'.if  k  in  tlie  story,  a  shoplierd's  rod.  .i 
dre.ini  luany  a  time,  a  barley  caUi-. 
tlif  dew.  a  vine,  a  tig  tree,  a  .ciounl. 
:i  worm,  a  hen  and  chickens,  sparrows, 
everything?  If  there  seems  to  be  de- 
lay in  guidance  He  is  saying,  "My 
time  is  not  yet."  bat  in  due  time  He 
will  say.

When  evening  came  He  sat  down 
with  tbe  twelve  and  tqmke  of  His  great 
desire  for  this  time,  but  that  Be  would 
never  ajraln  eat  tbe  Passover  with 
them  nor  drinl<  of  tbe  frnit  of  the 
vine  till  the  kinirdoin  of  <iod  shonld 
oiue  (fjike  xvii.  i.>iS).  tbns  poiutinir 
to  a  future  fullilliiieni  of  the  Passovpr. 
when  tho  delivornnce  nf  Israel  from 
ail  nations  wcnld  .so  far  exceed  tlie 
deliverance  from  I-'irj-pt  that  tbe  de- 
liverance under  Mosos  would  not  seem 
v.'ortb  tuentiouin;,-  in  comi)ar;soii  (.lor. 
ixiil.  7.  S).  Then  followed,  still  be- 
tween verses  20  and  21  of  our  lesson, 
the  washing  of  their  feet,  with  its 
great  lesson  of  humility.  Those  vho 
think  tliat  Ho  taught  only  literal  foot 
washing  should  consider  Bis  words  to 
Peter.  "If  1  wash  thee  not  thou  bast 
no  part  whh  me"  (John  zlli.  8».  He 
ntehed  the  feet  of  Judas  as  well  as 
of  the  others,  yet  Judas  bad  no  part 
with  HlBB.  aad  Be  said  coacerateg  him. 
*'It  bad  been  good  for  tbat  man  If  be 
had  not  been  born"  (verse  34  >.  If  the 
wicked  are  lo  be  annihilated,  as  some 
teach,  there  is  uo  force  in  tliis  saying 
of  .lo-sns.  Some  time  during  the  fea.st 
•fesns  indicated  .Iud;-s  as  ilis  lietray- 
cr  by  dipping  a  sop  and  handing  it  to 
him.  Satan  h.-ivinir  fhf>n  entered  into 
.Iiidas,  le^-^Ms  s.iid  to  bim,  "Tliat  tliou 
,1m  iiuii^ulr."  and  lie  went  out  im- 
LKKlir.tely.  miU  it  was  night  (.lobu  .\ili. 
Jti-aO).  It  has  been  niglit  with  liim 
ever  since,  and  there  is  no  morning  for 
blm  (Isa.  vUi.  20.  R.  V,). 

Tbe  Passover  being  ended  and  Judas 
having  gone  out  to  his  deiilish 
work,  our  ImiH  took  bread,  blessed. 
i)rakr>  and  gave  to  the  disciples  and 
said.  'lake,  eat:  this  Is  My  body." 
Then  IJe  look  ibu  cup  and  gave  thanks 
and  gave  it  to  iboni.  .sayintr,  "Drink  ye 
i!l  of  it.  for  this  Is  .My  li!oo<l  of  tbe 
\e\v  Testament,  which  is  shed  for 
!)aiiy  for  tbo  remission  of  sins  ■"  Then 
III'  added  .a  word  about  not  drinking 
it  lieni,'eforr!i  til!  the  !:in!:d(un  comes 
(verses  -Jti-^:*!.  i'au!  in  his  statement 
fcf  this  says  that  .li>sns  added  both  in 
reference  to  tbe  bread  and  ibe  wine. 
"This  do  iu  rememl>mnce  of  Me,"  and 
be  added.  "Ftn*  ax  often  as  ye  eat  this 
bread  and  ttriok  thlR  cup  ye  do  show 
I  lie  Ijori'a  death  till  He  come"  ((  Cor.
